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New ‘Quailcrest’ 
Plan Addresses 
Wetlands Issue

Tuesday night, developers who plan to 
build 64 new homes on a large tract of 
land in West Andover set their subdivi- 
sion concept before the Planning Board 
for informal suggestions. 

In his presentation of a preliminary de- 
sign for ‘‘Quailcrest” subdivision, engi- 
neer Paul Ferrante of Dana Perkins 
Engineering, explained that he had come 
to the board seeking input that might 
help him design an acceptable definitive 
plan. 

Ferrante’s map of the potential 83-acre 
subdivision showed a system of roads 
opening onto River Road, Pleasant 
Street and Boutwell Road that included 
one loop and five cul-de-sacs. 

According to Physical Planner Steve 
Colyer, definitive plans for the subdivi- 
sion had been presented to the board ap- 
proximately two years ago; due to 
design problems concerning wetland 
crossings, it was withdrawn by owner- 
/developer Russell Doyle without preju- 
dice. 

The current preliminary plan address- 
es the wetlands issue, said Ferrante, by 
re-routing one of the planned roads over 
an existing crossing. 

In the discussion, board member An- 
drew Girdwood expressed his concerns 
about the length of the longest cul-<decs¢ 
road, which would serve 18 lots as 
planned. He suggested that it be con- 
nected with a second dead-end street to 
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Residential — Commercial 


form a second loop off the first, which is 
planned to open at both ends on River 
Road. 

Board Chairman Michael Houghton 
recommended that the developer consid- 
er building sidewalks along the subdivi- 
sion’s roads. 

Member Paul Curley reminded the 
board that, during a past discussion on 
another large subdivision, Andover’s 
building inspector had recommended the 
establishment of phases for construc- 
tion; he suggested that the board consid- 
er doing so in this case, if and when 
Quailcrest reaches the construction 
phase. 

Ferrante indicated that, upon submis- 
sion and approval of a definitive plan, 
the actual construction of the project 
would probably take longer than five 
years.

Dead-End Streets 
Dicussed By 


Planners 


Tuesday night, as part of an on- 
going attempt to refine its subdivi- 
sion rules and regulations, the Plan- 
ning Board discussed the setting of 
potential minimum lengths for new 


dead-end streets. 


Current rules and regulations pro- 


vide for a maximum of ten dwellings 
on such a street. The town planning 
staff suggested that a minimum 
length be proposed because the dwin- 
dling availability of land in town has 
led to an increase in the number of 
proposals for small subdivisions. In 
some cases, said Principal Planner 
Nancy Jeton, developers submit a 
plan in which a road drawn on paper 
to link two or three dwellings is, in 
reality, a common driveway. The ac- 
ceptance of such a drive as a road— 
which is termed a ‘“‘paper street” — 
allows the developer frontage for the 
sake of meeting dimensional re- 
quirements. 

‘We are increasingly seeing these 
plans come in,” she said. ‘‘Now is 
the time to form a policy on them.” 


Board members disagreed on a 
proposed minimal length. Paul Curl- 
ey suggested that a dead-end street 
serve a minimum of five dwellings. 
Jeton explained that a restriction of 
more than three lots might limit the 
development of a four-acre lot. 

Curley countered, “Is it our con- 
cern that everybody get the maxi- 
mum out of their land?” Or, he 
asked, shouid the board be con- 
cerned with the livability of the 
land? 

“The latter, obviously,’’ answered 
Jeton. But, she added, the board has 
to have acceptable reasons behind 
its restrictions. 

“Should we key it on a certain 
length of straight street before the 
blister (cul-de-sac) begins?” asked 
Andrew Girdwood. 

Ultimately, Houghton asked the 
staff to study the question more 
fully, in light of safety considerations 
and actions taken on past applica- 
tions for small subdivisions.

Dr. Frances S. Taylor, teacher of history at 
Phillips Academy in Andover, has completed a 
summer fellowship at the Institute of American 
Studies, conducted by the faculty of the State 
University of New York at Stony Brook. 

Taylor was one of a dozen William Robertson 
Coe Fellows chosen for the 21st annual institute 
from a nationwide pool of about 200 applicants 
who are outstanding secondary school teachers 
of American studies.

The room is furnished in stock church- 
office style—a practical hodge-podge of 
couches, padded chairs, floor-to-ceiling 
shelves stuffed with books, the requisite 
painting of a peaceful country scene 
hanging opposite the desk. 

Only the small plaque, hung next to the 
door, breaks the illusion of business as 
usual. A flat brass award-type plaque, its 
face is covered with neatly inscribed Ko- 
rean characters. 

As the office of the North Boston Ko- 
rean United Methodist Church, on Lowell 
Street, straddles two cultures, so does 
the new man behind the desk. One mo- 
ment, the Rev. Sung C. Kim is leaning 
back in his chair, chatting on the phone 
in Korean with a parishioner; the next, 
he is explaining in English why he feels 
that the church should strive to serve the 
comunity at large, rather than just the 
Korean population within the And- 
over/Greater Lawrence area. 

‘“‘We chose to come to the United States 
to live,’’ he says. ‘“‘Nobody invited us. We 
cannot be isolated from you—we are one 
of you.” 

Kim assumed his duties as pastor of 
the Korean church on July 1, replacing 
the Rev. Hongsuk Choi, who was as- 
signed to a New York congregation. He 
and his wife, Insoon, and their two sons, 
Billy and Terry, moved to this assign- 
ment from Thomaston, Maine, a small 
mid-coast town in which the major em- 
ployer is the state penitentiary. 

The move has brought with it a signifi- 
cant change in lifestyle for the Kim fami- 
ly. In Thomaston—which Kim calls a 
“slowed-down town’’—Kim was the pas- 
tor of an ‘‘all-anglo” church. In fact, the 
family were the only Koreans in the 
area. ‘It was wonderful,”’ says the min- 
ister. ‘‘I learned a lot. There is a conser- 
vative mind, but they are conservative 
because they never got a chance to know 
minorities there. Once you come to 
them, they open up.” 

Such enthusiasm seems typical of 
Kim. During the past 20 of his 46 years, 
he has thrived on change—often at the 
cost of comfort. In fact, the long and 
winding road to his present assignment— 
and his present career, for that matter— 
began with a change that his parents 
feared would bring disaster to their 
home. 

Kim met the agent for this first change 
in his native city of Seoul, Korea. “I was 
27,’’ he recalls. ‘“‘One day, I went down- 
town and found an American lady—an 
old woman—who got lost. I spoke a little 
English at that time, so I helped her find 
her destination.” 

In gratitude, the woman—whose name 
was Mrs. Mumm, says Kim—invited him 
to her home in a small town south of 
Seoul, where she lived with her daugh- 
ter, a World Health Organization worker. 

He and the old woman became friends. 

Mrs. Mumm was Methodist, which is, 
according to Kim, one of the most popu- 
lar missionary-imported Christian reli- 


gions in the country. In time, she invited 
him to a church service. 

He declined politely. He had been 
raised in traditional Buddhism; his par- 
ents would not be pleased to have their 
son go to church. 

A few months later, Mrs. Mumm again 
invited him to a service. ‘‘This time, I 
couldn’t refuse her because I loved her,”’ 
he says simply. 

Kim listened with interest to the pre- 
acher’s words. After the service, he be- 
gan studying the bible. He found himself 
wanting to know more, wanting to study 
Christianity more formally—but he 
didn’t have the money to go to bible 
school. 

Mrs. Mumm and her daughter took 
him under their sponsorship; for three 
years, Kim attended a local theological 
center, graduating at last with a degree 
in religious studies. 

Kim’s family was angry with him for 
converting to Christianity. They thought, 
he explains, that his departure from 
their Buddhist tradition might bring evil 
upon them. 

Slowly, gradually, he worked to win 
their respect for his new religion. He did 
not preach about the bible; he allowed 
what he considered the more practical 
aspects of Christianity speak for them- 
selves. 

“I was a very self-centered person,”’ 
he says. ‘‘I went to church; I learned to 
love others, and I became more generous 
with my family...They could see me 
changing; they’d say, ‘Oh, your religion 
is good.’ 

“Now,” he says, ‘‘I’ve converted all of 
them to Christianity.” 

After graduation, Kim decided to trav- 
el to the United States to work and study. 
He applied for a visa—a long and ardu- 
ous process. ‘‘Many people come from 
Korea,’”’ he explains, ‘‘but the door is 
very narrow.”’ So narrow is that door, in 
fact, that Kim estimates that more than 
70 percent of those who finally pass 
through to the U.S. come with a college 
degree. 

Kim waited. While he waited, he 
taught school. 

Then, in 1974, almost three years after 
he had applied, Kim arrived in Chicago 
with his ‘green card,”’ eager to study 
and find a job—but ill-prepared for the 
culture shock of the move. 

“IT lost my direction here,’’ he says, 
shaking his head. “I didn’t know what to 
do.”’ 

One day, more than a month after he’d 
arrived, Kim was wandering the streets 
of Chicago, depressed and aimless, when 
a poster caught his eye. On it was printed 
the familiar figure of a bearded man ina 
striped top hat and tails, a long finger 
pointing at him—promising education, 
food, benefits... 

“T joined the Army because I was 
lost,”’ says Kim. 

Uncle Sam indeed gave him food, shel- 
ter, and benefits—which included infan-

try training. Infantry was a fine field; it 
didn’t plop him in a seat in some lecture 
hall and bombard him with English. He 
laughs, recalling, ‘‘All I had to do was go 
to the field and dig foxholes, and point 
and shoot.” 

During his four years of service, the 
Army sent him to Louisiana, Korea and 
Tacoma, Washington. In Tacoma, he 
met the woman he married. 

Fresh out of his military experience, 
with the promise of G.I. Bill assistance 
for further education, Kim was even 
more determined to become a real part 
of the U.S. He and his wife decided to 
leave the comfort of Tacoma’s large Ko- 
rean community for a chance at “real 
American living.”’ 

They moved to Maine. 

There, Kim attended the Bangor Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Even in his predominantly white ‘‘An- 
glo” outpost, Korea managed to find 


him. In 1980, he was assigned to a con- 
gregation in Augusta as a student pastor. 
The local press ran a feature story about 
him and his family; soon afterward, a 
group of Korean Maine-ites contacted 
him about the feasibility of establishing 
a local Korean church. 

Kim complied; two years later, he 
founded a church in Portland for a Ko- 
rean congregation of 60. 

Still eager to work with an entirely 
‘‘Anglo” church, he asked to be moved. 
The bishop sent him to Thomaston in 
1984 


Kim says that he thoroughly enjoyed 
his experiences in Thomaston. After two 
years, however, he was ready to leave 
the relative isolation of the assignment 
for the opportunity to further his educa- 
tion and take up a fresh working posi- 
tion. 

Now, he has made that change, coming

back to a Korean congregation—a large 
one, numbering 265 registered members 
who live within a 40-mile radius of the 
church. He is working on his dissertation 
for a Doctorate of Ministry at Boston 
University. He is busy registering his 
children for entry into West Elementary 
school this Fall; his wife has found a job 
at BayBank in downtown Andover. 

In short, Kim is easing into the com- 
munity at large. 

It is one of his goals to more fully inte- 
grate his church, too, into the larger 
community in which it exists. He feels 
that his unique bilingual and bi-cultural 
experience will make it possible to blend 
the best of both worlds in his church, pro- 
moting progress and community aware- 
ness, while allowing the congregation to 
retain its distinct identity as the center 
of the Korean community. 

This integration of the two commu- 
nities is necessary, says Kim, for two 
reasons. First, the 265-member church 
community itself contains two genera- 
tions. There are the older people who 
lived most of their lives in the old coun- 
try; Kim characterizes them as ‘100 per- 
cent Korean.” 

And there is the second generation— 
those who came to the U.S. early in life 
or who were born here. ‘‘Their mind-set 
is quite American,” he says. ‘They 
speak English; they eat hamburgers; 
their way of thinking is quite American.” 

Both of these generations comprise his 
church; as minister, he must serve them 
both. 

Secondly—and more germaine to 
Kim’s own experience—he feels strongly 
that Koreans who come to America are 
Americans. They can not, therefore, be 
isolated from the world in which they 
have chosen to live. 

In this spirit, Kim would like to broa- 
den church membership to include mem- 
bers of the ‘“‘Anglo”’ population by adding 
English-speaking services to his Sunday 
schedule and inviting the community at 
large to attend. He would also like to enl- 
ist the help of ‘‘Anglo’’ volunteers; in 
fact, he’s currently searching for some-

11. 

Each Right will initially entitle holders 
of Raytheon common stock to buy one 
one-hundredth of a newly issued share of 
Series A Junior Participating Serial Pre- 
ferred Stock of the company at an exer- 
cise price of $180. The rights will be 
exercisable only if someone should ac- 
quire 20 percent or more of Raytheon’s 
common stock or announces a tender or 
exchange offer that would lead to their 
ownership of 30 percent or more of the 
common shares. Under some circum- 
stances, the Rights will entitle holders to 
buy common stock having a value of 
twice the exercise price of the rights. 

Raytheon Chairman Thomas L. Phil- 
lips said the new plan would protect the 
interests of stockholders against offers 
that do not treat all shareholders equal- 
ly.

ON YOUR FEET 


Hammer toes are small-toe deformities 
that occur in the little joints of the toes.

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~ Confusion Reigns On Lowell 
Street Property Petition

A confusing confrontation took place in 
front of the Zoning Board of Appeals last 
Thursday night concerning a property at 
359 Lowell St., owned by Richard K. Gor- 
don, Marion E. LaGrasse and Edward A. 
Gordon. 

At the outset, the request seemed nor- 
mal enough. The owners were petitioning 
to allow the existence of a dwelling that 
did not meet minumum dimensional re- 
quirements and the continued use of a 
two-family dwelling in a single residence 
C district existing prior to March 10, 
1941. 

The property, according to Richard 
Gordon, was purchased by his mother in 
1934. At that time, the structure was a 
barn, already reconstructed into a two-

made and that they would attempt to ob- 
tain documentation of the outcome with- 
in a week, the board allowed the hearing 
to continue.

When Nancy Jeton, principal planner 
for the town, was contacted, she ex- 
plained that the Gordon, LeGrasse, Gor- 
don property never was required to come 
before the planning board in order to 
subdivide into four separate lots in 1979. 
The original building, which is the sub- 
ject of the entire battle before the ZBA, 
sat on a piece of property having in ex- 
cess of 600 feet of frontage on an existing 
way, Lowell Street. A structure is re- 
quired only to have 180 feet frontage in a 
single residence C district. Under what is 
called a Form A Plan, the owners were 


free to divide the land into individual 
lots, each having 180 feet of frontage. Un- 
der this plan, the original mass was di- 
vided into four separate lots—one which 
supported the original structure, and the 
other three on which new structures 
were built 

Jeton also clarified the Land Court is- 
sue. According to a new prooperty map 
in the Planning Office, a decision was 
made in favor of Kulaga, the abuttor, in 
May of this year. It was because of this 
decision that Gordon, LeGrasse and Gor 
don applied for a variance for the tw 
family home at 359 Lowell St. When the 
Land Court decided in favor of Kulaga, it 
diminished the frontage of the parcel of 
land on which the original property now 
sits, to the point that it no longer meets 
district requirements. 

The board agreed to view the house, 
but only file a decision if a copy of the 
land court decree was given them within 
the week. The map in the Planning Of- 
fice is not what is needed by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. They need the actual 
written decree. If the documentation was 
not received in time, according to Gris- 
wald, ‘we will consider the matter 
closed. 


Petitions Bring 
Little Opposition

tion. 

Mr. and Mrs. David P. Viola, 11 Cabot 
Road, requested a variance to construct 
a kitchen addition that will not meet min- 
imum rear yard requirements. Beacuse 
of a hardship owing to the shape and to- 
pography of the land, the variance was 
passed by the board. 

Daniel J. and Barbara A. Collins, 72 
Chestnut St., petitioned for a variance to 
allow the continued existance of a dwell- 
ing not meeting dimensional require- 
ments and allow the addition of a porch 
not meeting side yard setback require- 
ments. Continued existence and the con- 
struction of the porch were both allowed 
by vote of the board. 

Eric J. and Pamela L. Lundstrom, 409 
South Main St., asked for a variance to 
allow the continued existance of a porch 
not meeting minimum side-yard setback 
requirements.

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As the vacation season continues and finer 
weather finally prevails, it seems appropriate to 
present some thoughts for summery contempla- 
tion. 

Now it is to be assumed that certainly we have 
enough to care for in our own back yard than to 
concern ourselves with North Andover’s 
problems. 

But since they are somewhat Andover related, 
a little commentary on the water situation there 
and selection of a town manager seem worthy of 
comment. 

First, the water. 

North Andover town officials were informed 
this week that the boil order will probably remain 
in effect until early October. Residents have been 
boiling water used for human consumption since 
May. State-ordered remedies to cure bacteria 
have not been successful and new machinery to 
ease the problem will not be on-line until the fall. 


That seems like an awful burden and injustice 
to the residents of the community who are either 
boiling water, buying spring water or traveling to 
spring water sites in Lawrence to fill jugs. 


It is a burdern which need not be imposed, 
since the simple turning of a valve at Wilson’s 
Corner will send Andover water pouring into 
North Andover pipes. 


The same is true.of an inter-community con- 
nection with Lawrence at the lower end of town 
and also a possible connection with Haverhill. 


There has been too much foot-dragging on the 
issue, whether on the part of the town or state 
officials overseeing the situation. The taxpayers 
have been unduly inconvenienced when feasible 
solutions are available. 

Also, while on the subject, it still seems a feasi- 
ble avenue to explore a permanent tie-in with 
Andover for supplying water. North Andover has 
$10.5 million available for a new water treatment

It was suggested here previously that the funds 
be combined with Andover’s appropriation for 
expansion of the local water treatment plant to 
accommodate North Andover’s needs.

The House passes a bill, but the Senate decid- 
es not to act on it.

These are only a few of the 

scenarios which cause legis- 

lative delays on issues which 

cry out for attention. Pension 

reform, the surtax repeal and 

sentencing reform are exam- 

ples of bills which I very much 

_. hoped would be resolved before 


. _ summer recess. However, 
each fell victim to a ‘“‘process- 
snag” and will have to be ad- 
dressed in the fall. 


The legislature did act on medical malprac- 
tice insurance reform and a new system of child 
support collection, two issues I have been work- 
ing on for many months. Information on either 
of these new laws is available from my office: 
R. 473-G, State House, Boston 02133. 

Aside from important matters left over from 
this summer, there are two new bills I have co- 
sponsored and will be pushing to enact this fall. 

The first bill changes the process for certify- 
ing nomination papers and petitions to prevent 
fraud. I decided to co-sponsor this bill with the 
Secretary of State because I feel that it is essen- 
tial for citizens to feel confident about the 
fairness of the nomination process. Our town 
clerks do a heroic job, but lack of uniformity and 
standards across the state leave too much room 
for tampering. 

Under the proposed law, red lines would be 
drawn through blank spaces which would pre- 
vent any add-ons. Furthermore, the cities and 
towns will be required to notify the State Elec- 
tions Division directly, confirming the number 
of certified signatures for each candidate or bal- 
lot question. Although instances of fraud are 
rare, these reforms will make it almost impossi- 
ble in the future. 

A second bill I have co-sponsored addresses 
the proposed telephone area code change recent- 
ly announced by New England Telephone. Un- 
der the area-code realignment, both Andover | 
and Lawrence would fall in the 508 area. 

The telephone company has stated that the 
change will not increase rates nor result in dif- 
ferent toll-call charges. However, many local 
companies, now considered part of the Greater 
Boston community, fear that an area code out- 
side Boston may have a negative impact on 
their business. 

Decisions regarding this or any area-code 
change do not fall under legislative jurisdiction. 
However, the legislature may be able to estab- 
lish a process which requires input from con- 
cerned citizens and business. The bill I have 
filed requires the Department of Public Utilities 
to hold public hearings and investigate the 
impact of area-code changes.

which cannot be reached by the build- 
ing’s elevator. 

Moreover, the letter asks why there is 
no handicap parking at the library, and 
why there has been no access ramp to 
the building until recently. 

Jacobson appologizes for the library’s 
lack of facilities, but says, ““We’re oper- 
ating under very adverse conditions 
now.” Because of the construction of the 
new wing, the access ramp that once 
served the building had to be removed to 
accommodate digging; it has now been 
replaced, as noted by Cinelli, by a tem- 
porary ramp. 

The library has opted to use the third 
floor for its movie program, says Jacob- 
son, because it is big enough to house the 
100-150 children who show up for the 
movies. The children’s room, which is 
not set up to accommodate such a crowd, 
is in use during the movies. ‘Also, we 
can’t darken the children’s room,’’ she 
adds. 

As for the parking space, Jacobson 
says, ‘““There’s no parking for anybody 
now.”’ In front of the building, there is a 
fire lane; behind it, there is construction. 

But Jacobson adds that it is not the 
library or the town’s intent to ignore its 
handicapped population. When the con-
